Dam ascus, Feb. 13.—A few 
years 
ago the Dam ascus Oil com pany drill­ 
ed three wells northw est of the vil­ 
lage and got a good showing of oil 
and gas 
One of the gas wells was 
sold to the N atural Gas C om pany of 
W est V irginia as a gasser and the 
others w ere abandoned. 
In one of 
these the casing rem ains and this 
casing has 400 feet of oil in it, m ak­ 
ing about 25 barrels of the best oil 
found a t a depth of 650 feet in the 
Berea ro< k 
At the other * well, afte r 
it had been cleaned out, a test was 
m ade and it yielded 26 gallons in a 
little over an hour. 
It was decided 
to increase this flow and the well 
was shot and this caused the oil to 
cease flowing. 
E ach of the wells had 
a eood show ing of oil and the pros­ 
pect of further testing th is territory 
is being revived. 
E xpert oil men be­ 
lieve there is a pool of oil near at 
hand and th a t the wells drilled in 
are paying wells if pumped- 
None 
of the wells w*ere subjected to pum p­ 
ing. 
The Berea rock is about 40 feet 
in thickness, but the H om ew orth rock 
beneath this is insignificant.

R alston then filed a cross 
petition in which ho alleges that the 
com pany's refusal to adhere to the 
terans of Its contract regarding the 
gravel entailed an additional expense 
of $ 1,71k.27. and he therefore asks 
judgm ent In the sum of $3,692 92, t h• 
differ» nee betw een the two claims.

The "honest «lections' Mil. passed 
almost unanimously by the bous*» and 
now before the scnat‘\ provides for a 
recount of ballot* In case there has 
been fraud or dishonesty in the count 
under a mate referendum vote. .The 
reason for this is manifest. 
At the 
last election there were alleged gross 
frauds and a dishonest count on the 
home rule amendment and on Prohi­ 
bition. 
The supreme court of Ohio 
held there was no remedy at law for 
tbwn 
The court made it clear, how­ 
ever. that It In the duty of the general 
assembly to pass a law to remedy a 
dishonest count and provide for a con­ 
test for a dishonest election. 
A strong Incentive for an honest 
count Is provided by making the Judg­ 
es who are responsible for the dis­ 
honest count pay their proportionate 
cost of the conteat, and also a penalty 
in addition. 
In a county or municipal 
referendum, the county court fat sub­ 
stituted for a state court in a state 
referendum 
When fraud and corrup­ 
tion is general in a precinct, the 
whole precinct vote will be thrown 


out. 
Provisions of the bill will, in most 
instances, prevent vote buying and 
oiher violations of law, and except in 
rare cases will probably make un­ 
necessary any contest or recount. 
It 
is more effective to prevent fraud and 
corruption than to try to correct It 
after it has occurred. 
Any person who ,believe* in an 
honest 
election 
should 
favor 
the 
Kramer bill. 
The constitution makes 
it the duty of the legislature to pro­ 
vide for a contest of elections on all 
questions 
The supreme court has 
reminded the general assembly of its 
duty In unmistakable language. Every 
good citizen in Ohio should urge the 
passage of this measure.

'So state in the Union affords better 
facilities 
for 
commercial 
orchards 
than Ohio, according to N E. Shaw, 
stale orchard and nursery inspector, 
‘Ohio has every advantage for fruit 
growing.” said Air. Shaw. 
Soil and 
climate aie right and transportation 
facilities and m arkets are unexcell­ 
ed.’* 
One is apt to get his impressions 
of the fruit-growing activity of a slate 
from the farm orchards and it must 
be admitted that Ohio makes a pretty 
poor showing in this respect, 
said 
th e sp eak er. 
‘Farm orchards in Ohio 
are not anything to be proud of, al­ 
though there is no reason why they 
should not be made more attractive 
and more profitable. 
"Yet as a m atter of statistics Ohio 
ranks fifth among the states In the 
number of fruit trees. 
It Is tirst In 
the production of cherries, fourth in 
grapes and fifth in apples. 
“One of the things which has been 
holding Ohio back as a fruit-produc- 
rig state is improper grading and 
packing. 
The practice of filling the 
ends of the barrel with the choice 
fruit and filling in the middle with in­ 
ferior product has been 
so general 
that buyers have hesitated to take 
them. 
We are gradually getting away 
from this, however.” 
Mr. 8haw pointed out that Ottawa 
county produces more peaches than 
the entire state of Michigan

the rush season of the year, he said, 
from 50 to 60 car loads of peaches 
are
